Phone lines 
down after 
lorry crash 

Homes have been left without phone 
lines after a lorry crashed into a telegraph 
pole, causing it to fall. Cables to proper¬ 
ties were damaged following the smash 
along Maypole Hill in Cradley. 

Around half a dozen homes are believed to 
have been affected and BT customers fear they 
could be without a connection for up to a week. 

The tipper lorry mounted the pavement and col¬ 
lided with the telegraph pole at just before 8am yes¬ 
terday. It caused it to snap and was only held in place 
through wires. 

A car travelling in the other direction then caught 
one of the loose cables on the ground pulling the 
whole the pole down. 

Although it managed to avoid hitting any houses 
or vehicles nearby residents were wakened by a loud 
bang. 

The road was closed for more than an hour while 
the pole which was half in the road and on the pave¬ 
ment was moved. 

Resident Lesley Phillips said: “I heard a big crash 
and it sounded like something had come through the 
front of the houses. 

Frightening 

The 48-year-old teacher added: “It was quite 
frightening as the telegraph pole wasn’t very far 
from the houses. 

“I have been told it will be a week before we get a 
new telegraph pole so I have got no telephone or 
internet. It is annoying it is going to take this long 
as it means I can’t work at home.” 

Emma Tennant, spokeswoman for BT, said inves¬ 
tigations into what work needed to be done were 
going ahead and it was not known when work would 
be completed. An engineer went to the scene yester¬ 
day to make the area safe. 

“We are still surveying the area,” she said. “The 
pole and an overhead cable need to be replaced. We 
will do everything we can to replace it as soon as pos¬ 
sible. 

“We believed five or six customers could be 
affected but BT Open Reach hasn’t yet had any 
faults reported to them yet. Anybody affected needs 
to report it to their service provider.” 


500 apply for 
jobs at Aldi

Bosses at Aldi are 
opening a branch on the 
site of the former All 
Electric Garage in Earls 
Way, Halesowen in 
November.

There will be an 
adjoining KFC drive- 
through restaurant to 
the hotel. 


New home for replica Titanic anchor

A 16-ton replica of the Titanic anchor 
has been moved back to the place where 
the original was manufactured ahead of a 
public celebration. 

The 18ft long anchor will be officially 
unveiled at its new home in Netherton as 
part of Netherton Nautical Day which 
takes place on Saturday. 

The structure was moved out of the 
Black Country Living Museum on August 
11 and taken via a flat-bed truck on the 
two-mile journey to the town. 


Halesowen Road and Northfield Road, 
near to Netherton Arts Centre, were 
closed between 6am and 2pm while the 
anchor was moved into place. 

It has been fenced off with work due to 
take place on the structure in the week. 

The original was manufactured in 
Netherton and is hailed as an important 
piece of the region’s history. The replica 
anchor was built for a Channel 4 pro¬ 
gramme delving into the history of the 
construction of the passenger ship.

Elderly residents who could be forced 
to leave their council-run care home have 
told of their dismay at the sudden news. 

They said they only found out that New 
Bradley Hall in Kingswinford was ear¬ 
marked for closure in the local press. The 
home could close within three years, along 
with New Bridge House in Coseley and New 
Swinford Hall in Stourbridge. 

A group of residents and their relatives, led by 
78-year-old Harry Griffiths, are fighting the plans 
which they say will break up their “family”. 

Mr Griffiths, a retired long distance lorry 
driver, has only been at the care home, off Stream 
Road, for around nine months. He was one of the 
last residents to leave council-run care home 
Amblecote House after Dudley Council shut it. He 
was joined at New Bradley Hall by Granville Cot- 
terill, 88, who also had to leave Amblecote House. 

The closure plans were dueto go before Dudley 
Council’s cabinet for approval on Wednesday 
night. 

Disgrace 

Mr Griffiths said residents had been devastated 
by the news. “It is a disgrace that the only way 
that we found out it was shutting was in the 
Express & Star. We just feel in limbo,” said Mr 
Griffiths formally of Bredon Avenue, in Lye. 

“We just hope that somehow the council will 
think again.” 

Fellow residents, including 80-year-old Nancy 
Homer, the care home’s former matron, retired 
lorry driver James Birch, 86, and Pete Shingleton, 
also 86, who lived on Dudley’s Priory estate, have 
also joined the campaign. 

Grandmother-of-10 Mrs Homer said: “This 
place has been my life for many years. 

“It is a wonderful place and the staff are 
absolutely lovely. It will be a shame if we all break 
up and are not together any more.” 

The three affected homes have a total of 63 beds.

Campaign to 
create more 
parking bays

It also includes three industrial estates stretch¬ 
ing between Birmingham New Road and Sedgley 
Road West. 

A food store, retail warehouse and a specialist 
shop are also planned as part of the Coseley Eco 
Park project. 

The plans have been drawn up by the site’s owner, 
Skelton Group Investments. 

Director Graham Willson said an outline planning 
application would be submitted to Dudley Council 
next month. Mr Willson said the existing firms 
would be given the option of staying on the site. 

Between 400 and 500 new jobs would be created 
by the new food store and wholesale warehouse 
while around 300 posts would be made available 
during the construction phase.

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Plans for 
cutting 
speed in 
spotlight 

Plans to reduce speed 
limits on two busy roads in 
Halesowen and Stourbridge 
will be scrutinised by a 
highways chief this month. 

The speed restrictions are 
being considered for the 
A459 Dudley Road/Haden 
Hill Road, Halesowen, and 
on the A451 Norton Road, 
Norton, near Stourbridge. 

Dudley Council wants to 
reduce the limits to improve 
safety. 

Residents have been con¬ 
sulted about the plans but 
the authority’s highways 
department says no-one has 
raised concerns. 

Speeds will drop from 
60mph to 40mph in Norton 
Road from its boundary 
with Worcestershire to an 
existing 40mph stretch up 
to the junction with Race¬ 
course Lane. 

Drivers will find the 
40mph limit on the A459 cut 
to 30mph if the proposals 
are approved. Limits on the 
A459 within Sandwell are 
pres-ently 30mph and 
Dudley Council says it 
wants to create uniformed 
speeds along the road. 

The reduced limit would 
stretch from the traffic 
island at Mucklow Hill 
along the Dudley Road into 
Haden Hill Road before 
reaching the Sandwell 
boundary. 

Dudley transport chief, 
Councillor Patrick Harley, 
will consider the plans on 
September 27. 

It will cost Dudley 
Council around £5,000 to 
implement the speed reduc¬ 
tions. Cash will be found 
from the minor capital 
works budget. 


MPs notch up £500,000 
expenses bill in a year 


MPs in the Black Country and 
Staffordshire have been paid more 
than half a million pounds in 
expenses since they were elected a 
year ago, new figures show. 

The latest tranche of claims for 
second home, travel, office and staff 
costs for April and May this year were 
revealed on the website of new watch¬ 
dog, the Independent Parliamentary 
Standards Authority. 

They showed MPs in the area were paid a 
total of £50,097.82 in expenses during the 
two months. Their received a total of 
£577,420.37 between May 2010 and May 
2011. 

Unpaid claims were also laid bare - but 
the data showed no local MPs were found to 
be in breach of the new rules with their 
claims rejected. 

However, they were braced for extra 
scrutiny of their expenses by voters in the 
midst of major public spending cuts and job 
losses. Across the country there was fresh 
controversy as it emerged 69 claims were 
turned down, or only part reimbursed by 
officials, regarding the expenses of some 45 
MPs. 

In total, 27,000 claims were disclosed - 
and MPs paid£3.5 million duringApril and 
May this year. Tom Watson, MP for West 
Bromwich East, claimed for the services of 
a PR firm set-up by a former aide to ex-PM 
Gordon Brown. 

The Labour MP paid Gordon & Badley 
Communications £1,304.16 - two payments 
of £652.08 in April and May for community 
consultations. 

Mr Watson said: “I regularly consult my 
constituents on issues affecting them and 
their loved ones. This year I have consulted 
on a range of issues from metal theft to 
police support.” 

Paul Uppal, MP for Wolverhampton 
South West, who stays in a hotel while in 
London because he says it is cheaper than 
renting or buying a property and claiming 
mortgage interest, claimed £540 for accom¬ 
modation. 


The figures came out as a report revealed 
that nearly one in five MPs is still employ¬ 
ing family members, at a cost to the tax¬ 
payer, despite widespread condemnation of 
the practice during the expenses scandal. 

MPs are allowed to employ one family 
member - and those who had employed 
more than one before Ipsa took charge in 
2009 can still do so. 

Nationally 

• Nationally, expenses totalling £3.5 
million were paid out to MPs during April 
and May. Ipsa said it had processed almost 
27,000 claims in that period. 

Some 69 claims from 45 MPs were turned 
down - though it remains open to members 
to submit further evidence to support the 
claims if they dispute the reason for their 
rejection. 

The rejected claims included a request 
for £150 from Business Secretary Vince 
Cable to pay for a banner, which was 
turned down because it pre-dated the cre¬ 
ation of the independent scrutiny scheme. 

The figures came out as a report sug¬ 
gested nearly one in five MPs is still 
employing family members, despite wide¬ 
spread condemnation of the practice. 

Research by the Bureau of Investigative 
Journalism for The Independent found 
that 136 MPs employed family members in 
their parliamentary office.

Ten bat boxes would be 
fixed and inspected annu¬ 
ally, and special illuminated 
bollards would create a bat- 
friendly environment.

Lottery grant saves 
counselling centre 


A counselling and advice centre in 
Stourbridge, which was facing closure 
due to funding cuts, has been saved 
after receiving a £293,000 lottery 
grant. 

The cash will help The What? 
Centre continue its work with young¬ 
sters over the next three years. 

Manager Julie Duffy said it was the 
“start of a new era” for the site. 

The centre provides advice on issues 
such as housing, employment, train¬ 
ing and health for people aged 
between 13 and 25. 

The service also has a contract with 
Dudley Primary Care Trust to provide 
counselling to young people. 

Mrs Duffy said: “The Lottery bid 
was very hard work and took 
months of preparation but this has 
paid off. 

“The funding is to cover some of the 
counselling, employment and training 
advice, to build on the young people’s 


forum and to start some new work 
with parents.” 

The centre was left under threat 
after a £47,000 grant from Dudley 
Council was stopped last year. 

The authority gave the group a one- 
off payment of £31,000 to help it 
through the 2010/11 financial year. 

Volunteers 

Since March it has also received 
£48,500 from the Government’s Tran¬ 
sition Fund, which has helped to keep 
the centre going by paying some of its 
running costs. 

The centre was forced to shed four 
part-time staff to try and balance the 
books leaving two workers and 10 vol¬ 
unteers. 

But Mrs Duffy said the future was 
now looking brighter and a re-launch 
event for the charity was in the 
pipeline.

MP wants homes assurances 


A Black Country MP is asking for 
assurance that residents and staff at 
a care home will not be affected when 
a new firm takes over. 

Southern Cross has published 
details of the new operators of its six 
care homes in Dudley. 

One of those homes, Ashbourne in 
Lightwood Road, is in Ian Austin’s 
Dudley North constituency and is due 
to be taken over by Loyd’s Nursing 
Home Group at the end of October. 


Loyd’s is currently in administra¬ 
tion and Mr Austin says that before 
the homes are transferred, Dudley 
Council must assess the fitness of the 
new operators to run them properly. 

Mr Austin said: “We now know who 
will be taking over the Southern 
Cross care homes in Dudley. 

“It falls on the council to assess the 
fitness of the new operators to run the 
care homes properly. Given the 
upheaval residents had to go through 


following the collapse of Southern 
Cross, I’m concerned they should 
have the security of knowing they are 
living in a well-run home, free from 
the threat of closure. 

“The staff too deserve stability and 
their transfer on their existing terms 
and conditions should be handled 
properly and in full consultation with 
trade unions. We must ensure conti¬ 
nuity of care for residents, and conti¬ 
nuity of pay and conditions for staff.”

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Cost to police over 
riots could hit £12m 


Traders look- 
for support 

West Midlands Police 
Authority has received 65 
applications for financial 
support from businesses and 
people affected by the riots. 

Traders in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton, West Bromwich and 
Birmingham are able to acc¬ 
ess funds from the authority 
under the Riot Damages 
Act. The cost is expected to 
run into hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of pounds as busi¬ 
nesses try to recoup losses. 

Three of the worst-affect¬ 
ed businesses in Wolver¬ 
hampton have applied to the 
city council for rate relief. 

Keren Jones, the author¬ 
ity’s assistant director for 
promotions and partner¬ 
ships, said officers given 
traders information on how 
the could access funding. 

“To date, we have spoken 
directly to all businesses 
affected and provided addi¬ 
tional information to 15 
businesses to make claims 
under the Riot Damages Act 
that are processed by the 
police,” she said. 


Riots in the Black Country and Birmingham cost cash-strapped police 
up to £12 million, the region’s top officer claims. West Midlands Chief 
Constable Chris Sims outlined the impact of the riots, which he said had 
been the biggest single investigation by the force since the IRA bomb¬ 
ings in Birmingham in 1974. 

It also emerged the average age of the rioters was 23, with a third of those 
arrested being under 17. Mr Sims told West Midlands Police Authority that £ 8m 
had to be paid to officers and staff who worked 12-hour shifts instead of eight 
as they tried to contain rioters on the streets and carried out round-the-clock 


investigations in the weeks following. 

The force will also have to pay a further 
£600,000 to reimburse forces from North 
Yorkshire, Cleveland, Norfolk, Suffolk and 
Scotland who sent officers to help. 

Looters flooded the streets and smashed 
shops in Birmingham on August 8 before the 
riots spread to West Bromwich and Wolver¬ 
hampton the next day. Mr Sims said it would 
be “arrogant” to claim the force had nothing 
to learn from the riots. The estimated cost 
including damage to police vehicles and 
premises and the ongoing investigative 
work is expected to see the overall cost soar 
to between £ 10m and £12m. 

Reporting to the West Midlands Police 
Authority, Mr Sims said: “I am convinced 
that this work and the early public dialogue 
organised by the police authority will 
strengthen West Midlands Police’s ability to 
meet further challenges.” 

Officers had been authorised to use 
plastic bullets after they came under fire in 
Aston but had not needed to use them. 

The report revealed: 

• A total of 622 people had been arrested 


• Their ages ranged from 12 to 59 and 
their average age was 23 

• A third of people arrested were 17 or 
under 

• So far 193 have been charged, 328 
bailed and 69 face no further action 

• Forensics officers have examined 150 
scenes and have lifted 319 fingerprints 
along with 149 DNA samples 

• 4,000 hours of CCTV footage have been 
received and 375 images made available to 
the investigating team with 265 circulated 
to the media 

The policing operation generated only 
five complaints surrounding the overuse of 
force by police officers indicating “a matu¬ 
rity of approach by officers”, Mr Sims said. 

Wolverhampton recorded the second 
highest amount of offending after Birming¬ 
ham. The majority of the 58 offences 
occurred within a 1km area of the ring road, 
from between 2pm and 8pm on August 9. 

There were 22 offences in West 
Bromwich. Half the crimes were burglary or 
criminal damage to buildings.

JB’s nightclub goes 
for auction at Villa

The former JB’s nightclub and a 
police station are among properties 
due to come under the hammer at a 
major auction at Villa Park later 
this month. 

A string of former pubs and £350,000 
of Sandwell Council property are also on 
the auction block. 

The eight council lots are among 139 up for 
auction at the event being run by CP Bigwood 
at Aston Villa Football Club on September 22. 
The former JB’s, Castle Hill, Dudley, is on the 
market for between £200,000 and £225,000. 

Administrators gave up trying to sell the 
nightclub as a going concern last month and 
it is already being stripped of its memorabilia 
and music equipment. 

Once the haunt of legends like Led Zeppe¬ 
lin and U2, it went into administration a year 
ago and closed in January with debts of 
£450,000. Also up for offers is the former 
police station in Birmingham Road, Wolver¬ 
hampton, just outside the city centre. 

Custody 

With a guide price of £375,000 it still 
includes the reception/custody area, inter¬ 
view rooms and custody cells. It has been out 
of use for nearly nine months, with officers 
moved to other nearby premises such as the 
new Bilston police station. 

Among the other properties up for auction 
is a fire-damaged restaurant at 39/40 Union 
Street, Wednesbury, with a guide price of 
£70,000. A host of Black Country pubs are 
also up for auction. The Hill Tavern, Watson 
Green Road, Dudley has a guide price in 
excess of £200,000; The Freebodies Tavern, 
St John Street, Dudley, has a guide price in 
excess of £180,000. 

The Iron Master, Wesley Street, Bilston, 
has a guide price in excess of £150,000; while 
the Moon Under the Water, Huntington 
Terrace Road, Cannock, has a guide price of 
£78,000-£83,000. 

Ron Darlington, joint head of auctions for 
CP Bigwood, said considerable interest was 
building in the sale. He added: “Our previous 
auction was packed and bidding was brisk.

Simon Bousfield and James Cashmore, both qualified drivers for 
the specials, with one of the vans at Brierley Hill Police Station 


By day they have jobs in 
schools, hospitals and offices 
like thousands of others 
across the Midlands. But 
instead of relaxing in their 
spare time, these volunteers 
work as police officers. 

Their role has become even 
greater in recent weeks as police 
resources were stretched during 
the riots across the area. Memb¬ 
ers of the Special Constabulary 
all give their services for free. 

Most of them have full-time 
jobs, and have often already com¬ 
pleted an eight-hour day before 
they turn their attentions to 
fighting crime. 

West Midlands Police has 769 
Specials, with 70 covering the 
Dudley borough from their base 
at Brierley Hill police station. 
And the Dudley team, led by 
James Horton, played a vital role 
in supporting the force during the 
riots, with 50 officers clocking up 
722 hours in just seven days. 

Mr Horton, aged 33, has worked 
his way up through the ranks for 
12 years to become head of Dudley 
Special Constabulary. During the 
week of riots he was working 12- 
hour shifts to fill in for officers that 
were busy dealing with disorder in 
Birmingham, Wolverhampton 
and West Bromwich. 


He said it was “all hands on 
deck” with volunteers working 
around the clock to make sure 
enough officers were on duty in 
Dudley. 

Mr Horton says: “I never cease 
to be amazed by the dedication 
and commitment of our special 
constables, who turn out for duty 
throughout the week, often after 
a hard day’s work. 

“I’m extremely proud to lead a 
dedicated team of professional 


volunteers who consistently 
produce such excellent results.” 

There were 28 specials drafted 
in on the evening of August 8 
when riots broke out in Birming¬ 
ham and four specials worked 
through the night in Brierley Hill 
and Stourbridge. 

Section officer Stuart Pearson, 
who has been a volunteer with 
the force for 12 years, worked 
from 4pm to 2am. 

Occupations among specials 


include a supermarket store 
manager, a senior nurse at 
Dudley’s Russells Hall Hospital, 
a senior manager for NPower and 
a landscape gardener. 

They are all required to work a 
minimum of four hours a week, 
but most do many more than that. 
Mr Horton admits that the 
demand on the volunteers is 
likely to increase as the force 
sheds 2,000 jobs. 

He says people often ask why 
his officers are so willing to work 
for nothing when others get paid 
for the same job. 

Outstanding 

“My response is always the 
same, we want to help the com¬ 
munity. It is not always a case of 
someone having ambitions of a 
career in the police, many would 
not want to give up their other 
jobs and work here full-time.” 

Superintendent Stuart John¬ 
son, head of policing for Dudley, 
says: “The Special Constabulary 
is an integral part of the police 
team at Dudley and I recognise 
that we have an outstanding 
group of officers. 

“Without doubt, our communi¬ 
ties benefit from having such 
exceptional volunteer police offi¬ 
cers working in their neighbour¬ 
hoods.”

She says: “My friends were all quite 
worried at firstbut then they realised 
that the job I would be doing would be 
helping other people. It’s a chance to 
see different walks of life and you never 
what is going to happen each time you 
come on shift.” 

Miss Pountney has worked her way 
up to section officer and acts as a 
supervisor.

Plan details for 
new bus station 

Detailed plans are being drawn up for a £14,000 facelift 
of an ageing bus station as bosses prepare for work to begin 
later in the year. 

Travel firm Centro is developing a scheme to improve 
Gornal Wood Bus Station following successful talks with 
Dudley Council officials a few months ago. 

The company has revealed it was looking at possible 
changes to the layout when the four existing shelters are 
replaced. Officials said they wanted to study “all possible 
options” at the site before putting forward a final proposal 
for the project. 

As part of the scheme all four of the shelters will be torn 
up and new modern ones installed in their place. Lighting 
at the station, in the heart of Gornal village, will also be 
upgraded to improve security. 

Hundreds of commuters use the bus station every week 
and plans to update the station have been ongoing between 
Centro and Dudley Council for months. 

Centro spokesman Steve Swingler said while no date 
had yet been set for the work to begin details of the scheme 
were now being put together. 


Fall in complaints 
against the council 

Almost 90 complaints were made by the public against 
Dudley Council last year, new figures show. 

A report from the Local Government Ombudsman shows 
there were 88 complaints in the 2010-11 finance year, com¬ 
pared with 91 the previous year. 

It said the council had an average 21.1 day response time 
for dealing with requests and complaints, within the 28- 
day target set by the Ombudsman. 

Councillor Tim Wright, deputy leader of the council, 
said: “We pride ourselves on doing an excellent job here at 
Dudley Council, but of course when things go wrong we do 
our best to settle the matter as quickly as possible.”

The Weavers’ Cottages in Kidderminster’s Horsefair 

200-year-old 
cottages to 
be restored 

Historic cloth weavers’ cottages which date back more 
than 200 years will be restored. 

There had been fears the homes in Kidderminster’s 
Horsefair would have to be demolished because of escalat¬ 
ing repair costs but Wyre Forest Community Housing, 
which owns the properties, says it was working with the 
West Midlands Historic Buildings Trust on a feasibility 
study. 

The study is looking at how they could be refurbished 
and preserved for future generations. 

Numbers 20, 21 and 22 Horsefair, known as the Weavers’ 
Cottages, are Grade II-listed and have a weaving room on 
the upper floor. 

The study will also look at different funding options that 
could be available to the building trust such as grants from 
organisations such as the Heritage Lottery Fund. 

An early report on the houses showed the preferred rede¬ 
velopment option would be to conserve as much of the main 
fabric of the houses as possible by keeping the same room 
use, and adding rear extensions to accommodate kitchens, 
bathrooms and toilets to meet current standards so they 
could be lived in. 

Changes to 
mail deliveries 

New postal delivery routes are being rolled out across 
the West Midlands and Staffordshire as part of an over¬ 
haul of services in the region. 

Changes to the mail delivery service are being intro¬ 
duced by Royal Mail over the next 18 months and have 
started in Dudley. 

As well as alterations to routes, more postal workers are 
set to head out on their rounds in vans or with a trolley to 
deliver items rather than using traditional mail bags. 

Bosses said the changes were being made because fewer 
letters are being posted, with more larger items such as 
parcels going through the mail system which can be diffi¬ 
cult for postmen to carry in their bags. 

It is not known when the new routes will be rolled out 
elsewhere in the region. 

The changes in Dudley won’t lead to a reduction in the 
number of workers and routes will be the same. 

However, some householders who were at the start of a 
route may now find themselves at the end of one. 

Although Royal Mail says many customers will continue 
to get their mail by lunchtime, the time will depend on 
where they are on the new delivery route. 

The changes have come into force in Dudley and are 
expected to be fully implemented within a few weeks. 
Letters are being sent to customers to tell them of the 
changes. 

Business groups and councillors are also being informed. 

Arrests after body 
is discovered in flat 

A man has been arrested on suspicion of murder after a 
body was found at a flat in Stourbridge. 

The suspect, aged 37, was detained along with a 25-year- 
old man suspected of burglary and a man, aged 45, on sus¬ 
picion of supplying a controlled drug, shortly after the body 
was discovered in Caslon Crescent, Norton. Police 
launched their investigation after paramedics were called 
to reports of a man suffering a cardiac arrest at a ground- 
floor flat. 

The man, aged 44, was declared dead at the scene and 
ambulance staff called West Midlands Police. 

The death is being treated as “unexplained” while police 
wait for post mortem results. 

All three men have been bailed pending further 
inquiries.

Fears over 
road safety 


It is only a matter of time before some¬ 
body is killed after the latest crash at a 
Black Country accident blackspot, fear res¬ 
idents. 

A man and a 10-year-old were injured 
after their car careered into a wall in 
Rowley Regis. People living on the 30mph 
Hawes Road are now demanding traffic 
calming measures. In the crash a car hit the 
kerb before spinning out of control. It 
crashed into the 5ft wall of the Rowley 
Regis Conservative Club. 

Father-of-seven Peter Pemberton has 
lived on Hawes Lane said motorists frequen¬ 
tly speed down the road. He said: “There are 
speed cameras but they are in the wrong 
place, and drivers speed up between the cam¬ 
eras. Sometimes they come round the bend 
where the accident happened at 80mph. 


“I am worried about, not only my chil¬ 
dren, but we now live next to a new school, 
and the kids are crossing the road and on 
the pavement, and I am worried somebody 
is going to get killed.” 

Mr Pemberton said he and his family 
have asked the council to do something 
about the dangerous road. He said: ‘We 
would like a speed camera put on the bend, 
or speed bumps, just something to make the 
traffic slow down.” 

Liz Priest has lived on Hawes Lane for 
the past 10 years and the road terrifies her. 
She said: “You can hear them roaring down 
the road, and it is very scary.” 

Councillor Derek Rowley, cabinet 
member for neighbourhood services, said: 
“We will send out an engineer to inspect the 
road.”

How the chatty man 
Alan’s got spex appeal 



“PEOPLE might have 
forgotten that I’m also a 
stand-up,” says comedian 
Alan Carr, who returns to 
the live comedy circuit 
with 22 arena dates 
including Birmingham 
NIA on Saturday and 
Sunday, October 1 and 2. 

The host of hugely popular 
Channel 4 chat show, Alan 
Carr: Chatty Man, and Sat¬ 
urday night Radio 2 show 
Going Out with Alan Carr, is 
relishing his return to stand- 
up comedy. 

‘My last show, Tooth Fairy, 
was four years ago now. If I 
were to leave a stand-up tour 
any longer, it would start to 
look like a comeback!” 

“I’m having such a great 
time at the moment, I hope 
my TV career lasts. But when 
it inevitably comes to an end, 
I’ll always have stand-up. It’s 
my safety blanket,” says the 
35-year-old entertainer who 
was raised in Northampton. 

“I love doing live comedy. 
It’s also nice to know that I 
won’t have to earn money by 
going into the jungle and 
eating crocodiles’ testicles!” 

That’s not going to happen 
anytime soon as Carr’s infec¬ 
tious brand of good-natured 
bawdy humour has won him 
a mantelpiece-endangering 
clutch of awards. 

He has picked up the Best 
Entertainment Show for 
Alan Carr: Chatty Man at 
the 2010 TV Choice Awards, 
TRIC TV Personality of the 
Year and RTS Performance 
of the Year in 2009, two 
British Comedy Awards and 
the Variety Club Best TV 
Presenter Award in 2008. His 
DVD Alan Carr Tooth Fairy 
was a number one best seller. 

“I have the best fans in the 
world!” he beams. “People 
are ever so nice. I get kids 
coming up wanting to hug 
me. At live shows, you get 
such a warm welcome. I 
receive this tremendous 
sense of affection from the 
audience. 


“I think people enjoy the 
communal experience of 
watching comedy together. 
It’s such a buzz. Oh, I adore 
stand-up! Within reason, you 
can do whatever you want,” 
says the comic, whose autobi¬ 
ography, Look Who It Is! My 
Story, has become a best¬ 
seller, selling more than 
350,000 copies to date. 

Liberating 

“There is no editing and 
you’re not hanging around 
for the ratings the next day. I 
really like the spontaneity of 
it all. You haven’t got to cut 
bits out to make sure it fits 
the 12 minutes before the 
ads. That’s very liberating. 

“Hopefully people are 
laughing throughout it and 
cheering at the end.” 

The Dorset-born comedian 
currently co-hosts with 
Melanie Sykes his own 


weekly Radio 2 show, in 
which the pair often reduce 
each other to helpless fits of 
giggles.He expands on the 
sort of subjects he will be dis¬ 
cussing in Spexy Beast. 

“The show is about things 
that have tickled me that 
day. It won’t be about 
tugboat, well, only the first 
five minutes! 

“Personal stuff always 
goes down well. I’ll talk about 
my other half and my dog. 
But in the end, it’s stand-up. 
It’s not Piers Morgan’s Life 
Stories. 

“Thank God, I don’t have to 
burst into tears every few 
minutes! Rest assured, it’s an 
upbeat show.” 

Alan also shies away from 
any overtly political mate¬ 
rial. “I’ve never been politi¬ 
cal,” promises the comic, who 
with Justin Lee Collins 
fronted several series of the 


widely-loved Channel 4 
show, The Friday/Sunday 
Night Project, between 2006 
and 2009. 

“I recently tried to do a bit 
about the Middle East but 
people didn’t like it. 

“Ultimately, I’m just doing 
some jokes.” 

“Comedy has become so big 
now that journalists ask for 
my opinion on the economy. I 
tell them, ‘I’m just a stand-up 
comedian. I’ve no bloody 
idea!’ 

“I get tweeted by people 
saying, ‘Please, please, do a 
routine about Libya’, but 
they’re asking the wrong 
person. People overrate 
comedians. Much as I’d like 
to sort it out for them, I’m 
afraid I can’t. 

“I half-expect people to 
hand me Gaddafi’s phone 
number and say, ‘Have a 
word, Alan!”’ 


US deal saves Brintons’ jobs 


More than 1,600 jobs at a historic 
Midland carpet firm have been saved 
after it was bought in a deal worth 
£40 million following weeks of talks. 

Brintons in Kidderminster would 
have gone out of business if a new 
investor was not found. The crisis 
came as accountants Pricewater- 
houseCooper were brought in to try 
and find £20m needed by the 
company. Bosses have now 
announced Brintons has been bought 
by American firm The Carlyle Group 
after talks began three weeks ago. 

The buyers will take on the £20m 
debts and invest a further £20m. 

Brintons managing director Don 


Coates said: “It was vital to find a 
buyer to avoid the total collapse of the 
company, which would have left 1,670 
staff redundant. When we evaluated 
the 30 plus offers for the company this 
was by far the best and enables the 
company to move forward with confi¬ 
dence. 

“The obligation of the management 
team was to find a solution that 
enabled Brintons to have a viable 
future and this will ensure the 
company is able to return to prof¬ 
itability and continue to be a global 
brand.” 

The deal signals the end of a 228- 
year line of family members who 


inherited the business. It employs 
about 700 people in Kidderminster 
and Shropshire, with the rest spread 
across worldwide branches. 

The company was established by 
William Brinton in 1783 and makes 
carpets for domestic and commercial 
markets. Mark Gamier MP for Wyre 
Forest, welcomed the news saying: “It 
is very important for the town to keep 
this historic firm.” 

The company has a factory in 
Stourport Road, Kidderminster and 
offices in Exchange Street. 

Brintons is famous for prestigious 
contracts which include carpeting the 
new Wembley Stadium.

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Childcare costs hit the poorest 


Britain’s poorest parents are 
turning down jobs or are considering 
leaving work because they can not 
afford to pay for childcare, new 
research claims. 

Parents spend almost a third of 
their incomes on childcare - more 
than anywhere else in the world, 
according to research by charities 
Save the Children and Daycare Trust. 

For four out of 10 families (41 per 
cent) the cost of childcare is on a par 
with mortgage or rent, the study 
showed. Some families even have to 
cut back on food to meet the costs. 

Nearly six in 10 (58 per cent) said 
they were or would be no better off 


working once childcare is paid for. 
The research found parents, regard¬ 
less of income, cannot afford not to 
work but struggle to pay for childcare 
and despite many parents cutting 
back spending, almost a quarter have 
got into debtdue to childcare costs. 

Cuts to the working tax credit have 
hit families struggling in severe 
poverty, the charities said. 

Four in 10 of those affected have 
considered giving up work because 
they will no longer earn enough to 
cover the childcare bill. 

A quarter of parents in severe 
poverty have given up work and a 
third have turned down a job mainly 


because of childcare costs. 

Sally Copley, of Save the Children, 
said: “Childcare in the UK is amongst 
the most expensive in the world and 
families on low incomes simply don’t 
earn enough to cover the costs and are 
being priced out of work as a result.” 

Anand Shukla, acting chief execu¬ 
tive of Daycare Trust, said: “Being 
able to work and be financially inde¬ 
pendent is in the interests of both 
families and our wider society; yet 
parents are being forced out of work 
as a direct result of how expensive 
childcare is.” The charities are calling 
on the Government to increase the 
amount spent on childcare support.

Gornal Library will have 
its self-service machine 
installed this week. There 
will also be some alteration 
to the counter position but it 
is unlikely this work will 
result in a temporary 
closure of the library. 

The self service scheme 
will be up and running at 
Gornal Library on Septem¬ 
ber 21.

Animal Search UK 

Pet detectives see 
dognappings soar

Dognappings have more 
than doubled in the last 12 
months, with opportunist 
thieves even targeting people 
selling litters over the internet 
who give their name and 
address, says a former Stour¬ 
bridge policeman. 

Tom Watkins, who runs charity 
Animal Search UK, says daily 
reports of dog thefts, with animals 
presumed stolen, have jumped 
from around 30 a day to between 
60-100 every day in the last year 
across the country. 

Mr Watkins, who quit his job as Pc 
in Stourbridge and Halesowen to start 
his pet detective business, says dog 
owners need to be on their guard. 

Jane Hayes, founder of Doglost, 
meanwhile says the Black Country 
and Birmingham has seen massive 
increases. She says Doglost now 
receives up to 200 calls a week about 
stolen dogs compared to 80 a week 
years ago. Mrs Hayes adds: “There has 
definitely been in increase in dog 
thefts around Sandwell, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton, Walsall and Dudley. 

“We’ve even seen thieves taking 
whole litters from people advertising 
their sale on the internet and giving 
their name.” 

The revelation comes after the 
owners of a puppy stolen by two men 
on a motorbike were reunited with 
their beloved pet - after he was sold on 
to a couple in Wolverhampton. 

Pauline and Ian Parsons, from 
Brierley Hill, welcomed 16-week-old 
Cavalier King Charles spaniel Alfie 
back home after he was snatched by 
the opportunist thieves from Kelvin 
Way Trading Estate where Mr and 
Mrs Parsons work, in West Bromwich. 

Newspaper 

A couple from Coseley got in touch 
with Mr and Mrs Parsons after spot¬ 
ting Alfie in the newspaper. They said 
they had bought the dog from a man in 
Wolverhampton for £150. 

Barbara Mills, a part-time legal sec¬ 
retary from West Bromwich, suspects 
she may also have been a dognapping 
victim. 

Toby, a four-year-old white Bichon 
Frise she was looking after while her 
son Peter was on holiday, went 
missing from her back garden. Thank¬ 
fully, Pippa, a white three-year-old 
Bichon Frise was left behind. 

Mrs Mills, a 72-year-old widow, 
says: “I was having coffee with a friend 
and they’d only been out a short while 
and I told the dogs to come in from the 
garden and only Pippa came in. 

“There’s no way he could have got 
out of the garden on his own, unless 
someone opened the gate and took him. 
I told my son Peter and he was very 
upset. I just hope he and my daughter- 
in-law are ok when they come back 
from holiday.” 

Mr Watkins says he currently has 
around 35 missing dogs from the Black 
Country on his radar, some of which 
are presumed stolen. The missing pets 
include one-year-old George, a 
black/tan/white Beagle, who has been 
missing from his Cradley Heath home 
since April 30. Lilly a five-year-old 
Boxer from Streetly, near Walsall, has 
also been missing since May 5. 

Two-year-old Staffordshire bull 
terrier Buster has also been missing 
from his home in Laburnum Road, 


Tipton, since April 10. Mr Watkins 
adds: “Thieves know if they see a dog 
tied up outside a shop the owners will 
generally pay a reward, and if it’s a 
pedigree they can sell it in a pub some¬ 
where. 

“Thieves won’t hesitate to jump into 
a garden and grab a dog or break a 
window if they see a nice dog in a car.” 

Disappeared 

Chris Williams, of Bourne Vale in 
Aldridge, said his Boxer Lilly disap¬ 
peared at Woodlands Adventure where 
he is manager. 

Mr Williams, who also has a four- 
year-old springer spaniel Ellie and 
two-year-old French Bulldog Belle, 
says: “It is shocking dognapping is on 
the increase. I was devastated when 
Lilly went missing. Dogs are expensive 
to keep and to buy and at the end of the 
day your dog is your friend. I had had 


Lilly for three years before she went 
missing and it’s not a nice feeling.” 

Dogbreeders Will and Sue Clulee 
returned to Poolgreen Gundogs at 
Farlow, near Cleobury Mortimer, 
Shropshire to find nine eight-week old 
English springer spaniel puppies had 
been stolen from their kennels. 

Thieves left only one pup from two 
litters after they forced a lock on a 
kennel block. The remaining puppy 
was running around on the driveway - 
and has since been named Lucky. 

Measures to tackle dognapping 
include microchipping, tattoos in ’ 
ears, and owners taking photos in case 
the worst should happen.
